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Report on the Operations of the University 
of the Panjab, for the year ending 
3Qth September 1938 

GENERAL. 

During the year under report, the office of the 
Vice-Chancellor was held by Mr. M. L. Darling, 
C.I.E., I.C.S., up to the 12th April 1938 and by Mr. 
B. H. Dobson, C.I.E., C.B.E., I.C.S., for the remain- 
ing period. The office of the Dean of University 
Instruction was held by Dr. G. Matthai, M.A., 
Sc.D., F.R.S.E., I.E.S., up to 31st December 1937, 
and by Dr. S. S. Bhatnagar, O.B.E., D.Sc., F. Inst.P., 
for the remaining period. 

The honorary Degree of Doctor of Literature 
was conferred on His Excellency Sir Herbert 
William Emerson, G.C.I.E, K.C.S.I., C.B.E., I.C.S. 

The University sustained loss in the death of 
two of its Honorary Doctors of Laws and Litera- 
ture, respectively, Lieut. -General His Highness 
Maharaja Sir Bhupindar Singh Mahindar Bahadur, 
G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E., G.C.V.O., G.B.E., A.D.C., Maha- 
raja of Patiala, and Dr. Sir Muhammad Iqbal, Kt., 
M.A., Ph.D., Barrister-at-Law. 

One important event of the year under report 
was the decision of His Excellency the Chancellor 
to appoint a whole-time paid Vice-Chancellor. 
Since the incorporation of the University in 1882, 
the office of the Vice-Chancellor was held honor- 
arily. The history of the proposal was given in 
detail in the last Annual Report. On the proposal 
of certain Fellows, the Senate reconsidered its 
decision on the question in May 1938 and decided 
by a narrow majority that the appointment of a 
paid Vice-Chancellor was neither necessary nor 
desirable. The decision of His Excellency the 
£h$ncellor on the question was made public in $ 
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Press Communique. The post was advertised 
and, after considering the applications received, 
the appointment of Khan Bahadur Mian M. Afzal 
Hussain, M.A. (Cantab.), M.Sc. (Panjab), I.A.S., 
Principal, Punjab Agricultural College and Re- 
search Institute, Lyallpur, was made. 

The year has also seen the affiliation of an 
unusually large number of Colleges to the Univer- 
sity. The Women’s Christian Medical College, 
Ludhiana, has been affiliated to the University for 
the First Professional Examination for the M.B. 
B.S. Degree; St. Joseph’s College, Baramula 
(Kashmir), and Shri Atmanand Jain College, 
Ambala City, have been affiliated up to the Inter- 
mediate standard; the Sikh National College, 
Lahore, has been affiliated up to the B.A. and B.Sc. 
standard, and deMontmorency College of Dentis- 
try, Lahore, has been given direct affiliation for 
the Degree of Bachelor of Dental Surgery. The 
Stratford Intermediate College for Women, Am- 
ritsar, has been raised up to the B.A. standard. 
Proposals for Intermediate Colleges at Sargodha 
and Rupar, after due consideration, were not favour- 
ed, and that for Gujrat is still under considera- 
tion. The large number of affiliations is a defi- 
nite evidence of the growing desire of the people 
to take advantage of University education. In 
addition to the requirements necessary under the 
Indian Universities Act, 1904, conditions have been 
laid down to secure financial stability and adequate 
teaching in the case of colleges applying for affilia- 
tion up to the Intermediate standard: such condi- 
tions for affiliation up to the B.A. and B.Sc. stand- 
ard having already been laid down. A new Faculty 
of Dentistry has been created. 

A large number of amendments of regulations 
was made to meet new requirements. A de- 
tailed statement of the changes is given else- 
where in this report, but. the following may be 
noticed here. Students in the B.T. examination 
tyFo are placed in compartment are allowed to 
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appear in the Supplementary examination as well, 
instead of in the Annual examination only. They 
are also given the concession of appearing in the 
Supplementary examination in case of serious ill- 
ness of the candidate or death of a near relative. 
Attendance at law moots and tutorial meetings in 
the Law College has been made compulsory. Re- 
search work during study leave can now also be 
carried on in India. Agriculture has been added to 
the elective subjects for the Intermediate Arts 
Faculty examination. The term “Modern Indian 
Languages” has been substituted for “Indian Ver- 
naculars.” Late college students have been made 
eligible to appear as private candidates in the 
First and Final Examinations in Agriculture. A 
candidate who fails in any one subject of Part A 
or Part B of the Final Professional Examination 
for the M.B.B.S. Degree is allowed to appear at 
any subsequent examination only in the subject or 
subjects in which he fails, provided that the whole 
examination is completed within a period of 19 
months. Regulations for the Degree of Bachelor 
of Dental Surgery have been amended so as to in- 
troduce the system of six-monthly examination, to 
introduce the compartment system like the medical 
examinations, and to revise, rearrange and re- 
group the subjects in the various examinations in 
a manner followed by the British Universities and 
examining bodies keeping in view that all possible 
facilities are afforded to students to complete their 
dental studies in an efficient manner. A candidate 
who secures at least Second Class marks in the 
aggregate (in the whole examination) and passes 
in the Essay Paper in English is now declared as 
having passed the M.A. examination even if he 
fails to qualify in any one or more papers. 

The total number of candidates appearing in 
the various examinations in 1938 was 41,755 show- 
ing an increase of 1,917 over last year. There has 
been a drop of 37 in the number of girl candidates 
appearing for the Matriculation examination this 
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year. It has been decided that ordinarily the 
examiners for the Ph.D. Degree and for the Senior 
Doctorate should be persons from outside India 
except in the case of Oriental Classical Languages 
or subjects relating to India in which case, if 
necessary, one suitable examiner may be recom- 
mended from India. It has also been decided that 
so far as possible persons who act as examiners in 
the F.A., F.Sc., B.A., B.Sc., Munshi Fazil, Maulvi 
Fazil, Shastri or higher examinations should not 
be appointed as sub-examiners, head examiners or 
paper-setters in the Matriculation examination: in 
cases of small number and fees, the Revising Com- 
mittee can exercise its discretion, and that prefer- 
ence be given to School and Intermediate teachers 
while recommending examiners for the Matricula- 
tion examination. The University Professor or 
the Head of the University Department concerned 
has been made ex officio examiner for thesis in the 
subjects, for the M.A. Examination and the 
ex officio examiners are not to be paid. The Uni- 
versity has agreed to conduct the examination of 
the Diploma Class in the Maclagan Engineering 
College on payment by the College of a specified 
amount for meeting the cost. 

The work in the University Chemical Labora- 
tories continues to retain the confidence of in- 
dustrialists. In addition to the work done for 
Messrs. Steel Bros, and Co., Ltd., and Lala Shri 
Ram of Delhi, the Syndicate during the year under 
report accepted the following offers: 

(a) A scholarship of Rs. 250 per mensem, 
Rs. 15 per mensem for a bearer and 
Rs. 200 for contingent expenses for a 
year, from Lala Maha Narain, General 
Manager, Ganesh Flour Mills Com- 
pany, Limited, Lyallpur, for Research 
Work in the University Chemical La- 
boratories. under the guidance of Pro- 
fessor S: S. Bhatnagar, O.B.E., D.Sc., 
F.Inst.P. 



( b ) A sum of Rs. 250 per mensem for one 
year for a Research Scholar, Rs. 20 
per mensem for a year for a bearer 
and up to Rs. 300 for contingency ex- 
penses, from Seth Padampat Singhania, 
M.L.A., Cawnpore, for Research 
Work on certain problems, under the 
guidance of Professor S. S. Bhatnagar, 
O.B.E., D.Sc., F.Inst.P. 

The Indian Science Congress has accepted the 
invitation of this University to hold its next session 
at Lahore in January 1939 and the University has 
contributed Rs. 1,500 towards its expenses. 

After considering a letter from the Registrar, 
University of Bombay, the Syndicate decided that 
the question of nominations to the Indian Civil Ser- 
vice, being of a political nature, was beyond the 
purview of the University, but the Syndicate 
agreed that it be represented to the Government 
that Indian graduates should not be barred from 
competing in England in the Indian Civil Service 
examination for vacancies reserved for Indians if 
they did not happen to be graduates of a British 
University. A representation from the Punjab 
Graduates’ Union was received on the subject that 
for purposes of election to the Assembly the Uni- 
versity should maintain a register of graduates 
containing the names of graduates of not less than 
seven years standing. A Committee was appoint- 
ed to consider the question from all its aspects. 
After considering the opinion of the Committee, 
the Syndicate finally, owing to the difference of 
opinion on the subject, decided to ask the Punjab 
Government to request the Government of India to 
refer the question for decision to the Federal 
Court. A request was accordingly made to the 
Government which in its reply explained the posi- 
tion and further added that “the matter could be 
referred to the Federal Court only if the interpre- 
tation of the Order in Council were open to doubt 
and there was a difference of opinion between the 
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Provincial Government and the Government of 
India on the point. As these conditions do not 
apply here, there is no case for reference to the 
Federal Court of India.” 

The process of purging the prescribed text- 
books of obscene passages has been intensified 
and accelerated during the period. 

A Committee explored the question of female 
education with reference to Indian Social needs. 
After discussing the recommendations of the Com- 
mittee, the Syndicate decided that girl candidates 
be given the option of taking alternative courses 
to the elective subjects in the Intermediate and 
B.A. examinations. A sub-committee was appoint- 
ed to frame the alternative courses. The recom- 
mendation of this sub-committee, that (a) Home 
•Science, and ( b ) Music and Art be added to the 
list of elective subjects for the Intermediate and 
B.A. examinations is engaging the attention of the 
bodies concerned. 

Both with a view to make the intention clear 
and to emphasize the distinction between rustica- 
tion and expulsion, rules on the subject have been 
revised and amplified. Rules were framed for 
consideration of proposals for new expenditure. 
Rules have bben drawn up for preparing an 
approved list of candidates for appointment 
as clerks in the University Office. Rules 
for the award of Shrimati Damyanti Sachdeva 
Prizes, endowed by Rai Bahadur Lala Gokal 
Chand Sachdeva to commemorate the memory 
of his daughter, Shrimati Damyanti Sachdeva, 
were framed and the first contest was held 
under those rules. The travelling and halting 
allowance rules were revised with the object both 
of removing certain ambiguities and effecting eco- 
nomies. Incidentally, it was also decided that the 
travelling and halting allowance be continued to be 
paid not on the academic status of the person con- 
cerned but on the salary drawn by him, and that the 
person drawing the travelling allowance should 
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certify that he has travelled by the class for which 
travelling allowance had been claimed under the 
rules: it being decided that for purposes of certi- 
fication journey by motor car would be consider- 
ed as equivalent to travel by first class. A new 
rule has been added that private medical practi- 
tioners and legal practitioners shall be treated as 
Second Class Officers for purposes of travelling 
and shall be paid minimum halting allowance and 
mileage due to a Second Class Officer unless they 
are entitled to more on salary drawn in any capa- 
city or on income declared by them. 

In order to ensure suitable residential accom- 
modation for girl college students, the University 
decided to give the proposed Y.W.C.A. hostel a 
subsidy of Rs. 2,000 for the year provided the 
Government gives an equal grant or more, subject 
to the condition that in the hostel no religious 
instruction or propaganda of any kind would be 
carried on. 

Professor E. C. C. Baly, C.B.E., D.Sc, F.R.S., 
Emeritus Professor of Chemistry, University of 
Liverpool, and Professor J. E. Lennard- Jones, 
Ph.D., D.Sc., F.R.S., Plummer Professor of Theo- 
retical Chemistry, University of Cambridge, who 
came out to India as members of the British Dele- 
gation to the Silver Jubilee session of the Indian 
Science Congress, were invited to Lahore to deliver 
lectures on “Photosyntheses of Organic Com- 
pounds in Plants” and “New Ideas in Physics and 
Chemistry,” respectively. 

The unveiling ceremony of the statue of the 
late Dr. A. C. Woolner, C.I.E., was performed by 
His Excellency the Chancellor on the 22nd Feb- 
ruary 1938. 

The University Demonstrators all these years 
were paid a fixed salary of Rs. 150 per mensem. 
During the period under report, a grade of 
Rs. 125— 5— 150— Efficiency Bar— 10— 200— Effi- 
ciency Bar — 10 — 250 has been sanctioned for them. 
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On reaching the age of retirement, M. 
Mohammad Shaft, M.A., has been reappointed 
Principal of the Oriental College and University 
Professor of Arabic for one year with effect from 
1st October 1938, and Mr. J. W. Thomas, B.Com., 
B.Sc., has been reappointed as Principal, Hailey 
College of Commerce, for one year with effect 
from 1st October 1939, on their present emolu- 
ments. 

A combined Committee of the Syndicate and 
the Mofussil Board was appointed to consider vari- 
ous matters including mofussil representation on 
University bodies. This Committee made the fol- 
lowing recommendations to the Syndicate : 

(a) That the Vice-Chancellor be requested 

to bring the claims of mofussil edu- 
cational interests for further repre- 
sentation on the Senate to the notice 
of Plis Excellency the Chancellor. 

(b) That in the Faculties of Arts, Oriental 

Learning and Science, where the 
Faculties send more than two repre- 
sentatives to the Syndicate, at least 
one of the seats be reserved for mo- 
fussil Fellows (Rai Bahadur L. Durga 
Das dissenting). 

(c) That in the Faculties of Arts, Oriental 

Learning, Science and Agriculture, 
fifty per cent, of the Added Members 
be from the Mofussil. 

The Syndicate decided that since the nomina- 
tion of Fellows was the prerogative of His Excel- 
lency the Chancellor, the Syndicate could not take 
any cognisance of the recommendation, and there- 
fore no action on it was necessary. The recom- 
mendations made in (b) and (c) were also rejected 
after discussion (Sardar Jodh Singh dissented, 
with which the Vice-Chancellor, the Chief Justice 
and Dr. Dunnicliff associated themselves). The 
decision of the Syndicate was accepted by the 
Senate after a lengthy discussion (33 for, 6 
against). 
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During the period under review, a Tabulation 
Hall and offices for the University Training Corps 
have been constructed and the construction of the 
accommodation for mofussil teams at a cost of 
Rs. 14,151 has been taken in hand. Rs. 30,000 — 
being half the estimated cost for the extension of 
the University Chemical Laboratories — have been 
earmarked for the purpose. With the restoration 
of a part of the cut made by the Government from 
grant to the University some years back, the fin- 
ances of the University have once again become 
stable and they do not give any the least cause for 
anxiety at present. 

With a whole-time Vice-Chancellor, the grow- 
ing keenness for education as evidenced both by 
the large number of colleges affiliated and a record 
number of candidates examined during the year, 
and strong and stable finances, the University is 
justified in looking ahead with hope and confidence 
to another year of good work. 

EXAMINATIONS . 

The examination mill grinds on and all the 
hopes or fears of having reached the peak have 
been falsified. The total number of candidates 
appearing in the various examinations of 1938 was 
41,755 as against 39,838 in 1937 and 28,715 in 1929, 
an increase of 1,917 over last year and 13,040 in 
ten years. 

Unfortunately, for the first time, there has 
been no increase in the number of girls. In fact, 
there has been a decrease. The total this year 
was 4,959, i.e. f 37 less than the previous year. 

The Hindi examinations maintained their 
popularity and there was an increase of 487 candi- 
dates. 

The pass-percentage in the Matriculation 
examination reached the record height of 80.9. 

Ph.D.’s, which were so rare, are ceasing to be 
so. There were nine candidates for this Degree 
in 1938. 
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The new degree of the University in Dentis- 
try had 20 candidates, out of which 16 were suc- 
cessful. 

S.L.C. continues to be a waif. The S.L.C. 
certificate neither enables a boy to join a College, 
nor is it honoured for clerical jobs, as it is con- 
sidered to be something inferior to the Matricu- 
lation. It is, therefore, no wonder that only 35 
candidates sat for this Examination. 

Candidates were informed beforehand of the 
dates on which the Matriculation, Intermediate 
and B.A. results would be declared and they were 
not disappointed. Results of other examinations 
were also declared according to schedule. 

Printed copies of results were again available 
to the public simultaneously with the declaration 
of the results. Copies to outstations were des- 
patched a day in advance.

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The degree of Doctor of Science in Botany 
was conferred on Mr. Amar Chand Joshi, now 
Assistant Professor of Botany in the Benares 
Hindu University. 

Dr. Chaudhuri was appointed President of 
Section 6 of the XII International Horticultural 
Congress held at Berlin during August 1938. He 
was also appointed a member of the Government 
of India Delegation to the same Conference. The 
British Association meeting at Cambridge was 
attended by Dr. Chaudhuri as a representative of 
the Panjab University. He also took the oppor- 
tunity of visiting different botanical laboratories in 
Europe. 

At the Jubilee Session of the Indian Science 
Congress held at Calcutta in January 1938, Dr. 
Chaudhuri, Dr. Ghose, Dr. Anand, Mr. Sethi and 
Mr. Nawazish Ali attended the Botany Section. 
Dr. Ghose and Dr. Chaudhuri took part in the dis- 
cussion of various subjects, especially in the sym- 
posia on Rusts and Algal problems. Dr. Anand 
presented a paper on algal ecology. The 150th 
anniversary of the Royal Botanic Gardens, 
Calcutta, held during the Science Congress week, 
was also attended by Dr. Chaudhuri and Dr. Ghose. 
At the meeting of the Crop and Soil Wing of the 
Board of Agriculture held at Lahore in December 
1937, Dr. Chaudhuri spoke on the work done in the 
Panjab University on plant protection. At the All- 
India Exhibition held in Lahore during December 
last the teaching staff and the senior students of 
the Botany Department took active part in the 
organisation of the botanical demonstrations in the 
Science Hall. 

Mr. A. R. Quraishi, M.Sc., has been appointed 
a Cantonment Executive Officer. Ch. Bashir 
Ahmad, B.Sc. (Honours School), has been appoint- 
ed in the Punjab Forest Department. Mr. Sultan 
Ahmad, M.Sc., B.T., has been appointed a lecturer 
in Biology in the Government College, Rohtak. 
Mr. Basir Ali, M.Sc., the University Demonstrator, 
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who was on deputation to the Doon School, Dehra 
Dtfn, reverted to his substantive post. Consequent 
on his return, Mr. B. R. Vashist's services in the 
University were terminated. Mr. Vashi^t has, 
however, been appointed a science teacher by the 
Education Department. Mr. P. N. Mehra's term 
as McLeod Kapurthala Scholar came to a close last 
December. He will be submitting his thesis for 
the Ph.D. degree during the present session. Mr. 
Mehra is now permanently employed by the Uni- 
versity as the third Demonstrator. 

Mr. Mehra delivered a lecture on comparative 
study of the Ferns of the Eastern and Western 
Himalayas on the 13th January 1938. The chair 
was taken by Prof. V. H. Blackman, Sc.D., F.R.S., 
of the London University who congratulated the 
lecturer for his very interesting studies. 

During the year under review, Mr. P. C. Joshi 
continued as University Research Scholar. Mr. C. 
L. Mohan, M.Sc., obtained a Cotton Committee's 
scholarship for research and training in plant 
breeding. Mr. N. S. Madan, M.Sc., has been 
appointed a Demonstrator in the D.A.V. College, 
Rawalpindi. 

Mr. Abdul Majeed, M.Sc., a part-time demon- 
strator in the Government College, was awarded 
by the Punjab Rural Reconstruction Department 
two first prizes for his essays on rural subjects. 

A fine collection of properly mounted ferns 
presented by the Church Missionary Society to the 
Punjab Government has been very kindly trans- 
ferred to the Panjab University Botany Depart- 
ment. This forms a very valuable addition to the 
Department. 

The Government College Botany Department 
acquired about 800 reprints of research papers be- 
longing to the late Prof. Kashyap with which a 
nucleus of the Kashyap Memorial Reprint Section 
has been started. 

. The Government College students of the Uni- 
versity classes made an excursion to Chamba dur- 
ing the summer holidays. Their expenses for 



travelling were met by the Government College. 
University 'Students could not participate in that 
excursion for want of any excursion grant. The 
Dean of University Instruction had, however, kind- 
ly sanctioned a part of the expenses of Mr. P. N. 
Mehra and Mr. R. S. Chopra, the University De- 
monstrators, for going to Sikkim and Pachmarhi 
(C.P.) respectively for collection of their research 
material. Advantage was taken of this and class 
materials were collected by them during these 
excursions. Private excursions were made and 
materials collected for the laboratory by Mr.P. C. 
Joshi, University Research Scholar, who trekked 
150 miles along the Central Himalayas, and Mr. 
Basir Ali Shaikh, who collected algal material from 
the ports of Kathiawar, Porbundcr and Virol and 
Mr. R. S. Chopra from Mussoorie. 

The Botanic Garden has been maintained with 
the usual efficiency and is now a very popular place 
and attracts a large number of visitors every day. 

Advice regarding diseases and disease control 
was sought by the Government Agricultural Depart- 
ment, Frontier Province, and other private and 
public bodies, and given freely. 

A number of papers were sent by the members 
of the staff and students for the Indian Science 
Congress meeting at Calcutta.

Prof. S. S. Bhatnagar was elected Dean of 
University Instruction for the year 1938. On .a 
request from Mr. Darling, the then Vice-Chancel- 
lor, he cancelled his departure to Rome to repre- 
sent the Panjab University at the International 
Chemical Conference there. He was invited to 
attend a Joint Conference of the Bihar, the United 
Provinces and the Central Provinces Govern- 
ments to consider the question of the rehabilitation 
of the lac industry at Ranchi on 23rd August 1938. 
Prof. Bhatnagar also visited the Forest Research 
Institute, Dehra Dun, on the 9th of September on 
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a request from the Government of India, Educa- 
tion, Health and Lands Department, and the Pre- 
sident of the Institute, to report on the , progress 
of scientific research particularly physico-chemical 
research in relation to its industrial application. 
He was appointed by the Bombay University as a 
member of the Committee appointed to inspect 
their Department of Chemical Technology and to 
select the Professor and Head of this Department. 
He has been elected as a member of the Executive 
Council of the Indian Institute of Science at Ban- 
galore from the Delhi, Bombay and Panjab Uni- 
versities. He was appointed as Chairman of a 
Committee to inspect the recognised colleges of 
the Delhi University in respect of the instruction, 
education and discipline therein. 

Prof. Dunnicliff has continued his excellent 
work as Chemical Adviser to the Central Board of 
Revenue. 

Prof. J. N. Ray and Prof. P. C. Speers have 
been nominated as members of a sub-committee 
appointed to explore the possibilities of chemical 
industries in the Punjab. Professor Bhatnagar 
was nominated as Chairman of this Committee. 
Prof. Carter Speers was appointed as a member of 
the Selection Committee for appointments at the 
Indian Institute of Science, Bangalore.

During the summer of 1938, the first batch 
Physics of eleven students of the final 

Department. year of the Honours School in 

Physics appeared for the M.Sc. (Honours School) 
examination and were declared successful; three 
of them obtaining first class. One of these has 
been awarded the R.B. Kanhaya Lai research scho- 
larship and has started work in the Physics labora- 
tory of the Government College where the depart- 
ment is situated; six< have been employed in 
colleges affiliated to the University and the re- 
maining four are preparing for the various com- 
petitive examinations. In the B.Sc. (Honours 
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School) examination, twelve., students appeared, all 
being successful, three of them getting first class. 
One of these has got employment, while another 
has joined the Indian Institute of Science, Banga- 
lore. The remaining ten students have joined 
the M.Sc. class. In October 1938, five students 
have been admitted to the first year. The total 
number of students on the roll for the next year 
(1938-39) is 35, namely* 10 in the fourth year, 14 
in the third year, 6 in the second year and 5 in the 
first year. 

Five meetings of the Physics Association were 
held during the year in which papers were read 
on (1) Cosmic Rays, (2) Wireless Receivers, (3) 
Methods of Radio Reception, (4) Colour Vision 
and (5) Wave Mechanics. Most of the students 
have taken interest in hobbies like glass blowing, 
photography, radio and workshop practice, for 
which the school provides facilities. The students' 
class library is quite popular and is making slow 
but steady progress, the total number of books 
having increased from twenty to twenty-five. 
The two University lecturers with three students 
of the school attended the Jubilee Session of the 
Indian Science Congress held at Calcutta.

Seth as the Head of the Department, two Univer- 
sity lecturers and seven participating lecturers of 
the local Colleges as given below :

As directed by the Syndicate, a subject confer- 
ence for Physics was held on Monday, the 9th May 
1938. The Conference was opened by J. G. Bhandari, 
Esq., ex-Accountant-General of the Punjab 
and one of the oldest Physics M.Sc.’s in the Pro- 
vince, who also kindly presided at the morning 
session. The afternoon session was held under 
the chairmanship of Lala Chetan Anand, ex-Prin- 
cipal, Government College, Lyallpur. About 40 
teachers attended the Conference, nearly half of 
them being from the Mufassil. A number of sub- 
jects were discussed and some definite resolutions 
were passed. Copies of the subjects discussed and 
the resolutions passed were sent to the University 
for necessary action. 

The number of students in the two M.A. 

Mathematics classes was 40 and 40. The 

Department. University Professor was on 

furlough for 6 months and Pandit Hem Raj 
officiated in his place as Head of the Depart- 
ment. Prof. Rao’s lecturing work with the M.A. 
classes was carried through for part of the time 
by Dr. K. K. Mitra and for the rest of the period 
by Messrs. Vidya Parkash and Faqir Chand, on the 
basis of temporary University lecturers. 

A conference was held during the year of the 
teachers of the subject in the province attended by 
a fair number of teachers from outside Lahore.

M.A], Ph.D., Bar-at-Law and Mr. S. P. Jain, M.A., 
participated in the teaching. 

A special feature of the session was the large 
number of special offices in which members of the 
Economics Department served the Central and 
Provincial Governments. Dr. L. C. Jain, the Uni- 
versity Professor, continued a Member of the 
Indian Tariff Board on Sugar till the end of 1937. 
Mr. B. K. Madan, the University Lecturer worked 
throughout the session as Assistant Secretary of 
the Punjab Resources and Retrenchment Com- 
mittee. Dr. Lucas was the Head of the Econo- 
mics Department during Dr. Jain's deputation 
with the Government of India, while Mr. H. C. 
Saxena officiated as University Lecturer vice Mr. 
B. K. Madan. Dr. Akhtar was appointed mem- 
ber of the Resources and Retrenchment and In- 
dustrial Survey Committee. Dr. Lucas officiated 
as Secretary of the Board of Economic Inquiry 
during the summer months. Dr. Jain was appoint- 
ed member of the Punjab Public Library Com- 
mittee and of the Provincial Industrial Survey 
Committee. The University Research Scholar in 
Economics, Mr. Lila Krishna Sahgal, was placed 
by the Provincial Government on special duty to 
investigate the marketing conditions in the Pun- 
jab and make a comparative ^study in other provin- 
ces. He submitted a valuable report as a result of 
a wide tour and very laborious research. Since 
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then he has been engaged in the industrial survey 
work of the province. 

Another gratifying feature is the growing pro- 
gress of research work conducted by teachers and 
scholars in the Economics Department which has 
won the appreciation of the highest authorities 
including Dr. T. E. Gregory, Economic Adviser to 
the Government of India. The University Lec- 
turer, Mr. B. K. Madan, produced an admirable 
monograph on Imperial Preference and India — a 
study in Commercial Policy on which he was 
awarded the Pli.D. Degree in Economics, while the 
Research Scholar, Mr. Lila Krishna Sahgal, did 
first rate work on the most important problem of 
Marketing. At the end of the session, the results 
of his investigations were published in the form of 
a book, and the University made a special contri- 
bution towards the expenses of the publication 
The book was extremely well reviewed in various 
journals, and according to Professor Brij Narain, 
it is “a model of research.” 

Among the higher degree students, Mr. D. C. 
Ghose completed his Ph.D. thesis on “Internal 
Trade Statistics of India” and Mr. J. N. Chawla his 
D.Litt thesis on “Indian Budgets since 1919” under 
the supervision of the University Professor. Mr. 
Ghose worked for two years in Calcutta in the 
Indian Statistical Institute, the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, in the Im- 
perial Library and in the Reading Rooms attach- 
ed to the offices of the American and Canadian 
Trade Commissioners. Mr. Ghose has contributed 
several original papers which have been highly ap- 
preciated. In addition to the subject of his Doc- 
torate thesis, he also made an extensive study of 
the methods of compiling Agricultural Statisticsjn 
India and in other countries, notably United States 
of America, Canada and Australia. 

Mr. Amar Chand Bhatia, the Birla Research 
Scholar, continued his most interesting investiga- 
tions into the problems of beggary in the Central 
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Punjab under the able guidance of Dr. E. D. Lucas 
and Professor G. C. Chatterji. He read a paper 
on ‘'Beggary in Lahore” before one of the meet- 
ings of the Rotary Club, Lahore. The Club, later 
on, published his paper to stir public feelings about 
the menace of its increase unless remedial mea- 
sures are taken in time. Mr. Bhatia also delivered 
two lectures on his subject before the leading citi- 
zens of Amritsar and of Gujranwala. His other 
paper entitled “The Psychology of the Beggars” 
will be read before one of the meetings of the All- 
India Science Congress (Psychology Section) in 
January 1939. His two papers on “Beggary : our 
Government and Municipality” and “Beggars’ nui- 
sance and our social waste” are in the press. He 
is also submitting a practical scheme for Indus- 
trial Homes for beggars to the Punjab Govern- 
ment. 

The new Research Scholar, Mr. V. K. Chopra. 
M.A., appointed from 16th June 1938, is studying 
the “Indo-Japanese Trade Relations” — a subject of 
increasing importance to the country. He has had 
the benefit of discussing his work personally with 
the Consul-General for Japan in India and getting 
access to all published material in the library of 
the Consul-General. Mr. Chopra has also prepar- 
ed a paper on “Debt Legislation — History and Re- 
cent Developments” for the next All-India Econo- 
mic Conference. 

It will thus appear that the Economics Depart- 
ment, through its teachers and scholars, is now en- 
gaged in studying problems of immediate and con- 
siderable importance to the country, and serving 
the State as well as the public by bringing new 
facts and data to light. 

,, The Panjab University Economics Society 
added to its previous record another year of very 
useful; work. It had the distinction of inviting and 
listening to the distinguished economist, Dr. 
T. Gregory, Economic Adviser to the Gov- 
ernment of India, who visited the Library 
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and Reading Room of the Society, and 
expressed great satisfaction with all that he saw. 
The reception held in honour of Dr. Gregory was 
attended by the Hon’ble Mr. Manohar Lai, Fin- 
ance Minister, Mr. M. L. Darling, the then Vice- 
Chancellor, Dr. E. D. Lucas and a number of other 
distinguished educationists and leaders of the Prov- 
ince. In addition to a series of important lec- 
tures, including those by Mr. Manilal B. Nanavati, 
Deputy Governor, Reserve Bank of India, Mr. M. 
L. Darling and Mr. Rassmuss, German Trade Com- 
missioner in India, the Society reorganised the 
.Students’ Lending Library, and put it on a sound 
footing. The working of the Society reflected 
great credit on its General Secretary, Mr. Ved 
Bratt Ahuja. 

Twenty-eight students appeared for the M.A. 
Economics Examination and 22 were declared suc- 
cessful, of whom four were placed in the first 
division, 15 in the second division and only three in 
the third division. The distinction of the first place 
went to the Islamia College, Lahore. Sheikh 
Anwar-ul-Haq, who stood first, secured record 
marks in Economics and is now preparing for the 
I.C.S. Examination in which he may well create 
another record. The student next to him was ap- 
pointed research scholar, while the third, Mr. Dha- 
ram Dev Anand, has been employed as Lecturer 
in the D.A.V. College, Jullundur. Two other 
students, Messrs. Lila Krishna and Harbans Singh, 
were employed as Industrial Surveyors by the 
Punjab Government, and Miss Kamla Thapar, who 
passed the M.A. Economics examination in the 
second division, received a teaching appointment in 
a local college. While the problem of unemploy- 
ment remains acute, it is gratifying to note that 
both Government and public bodies ar& beginning 
to appreciate the advantage of utilising economic 
talent for technical appointments, and the best 
students in Economics are, as a rule, able to find 
useful employments.

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Professor F. M. Shuja (S. E. College, Baha- 
walpur) has obtained his Ph.D. degree on his thesis 
on the Kitab al-Manazir. Prof. Pir Mohd. Hasan 
(Lahore College for Women, Lahore) continued to 
work on his thesis on Shahrazuri’s Nuzhat ul- 
Arwah under the guidance of the University Pro- 
fessor of Arabic and has submitted it for the Ph.D. 
degree. 

Search and Purchase of Mss. 

One hundred and five Arabic and Persian Mss. 
and 119 old printed books were examined and re- 
ported upon for the Panjab University Library. 

Rotographs of Sam Nameh and Mujam-ul- 
Alqab by Ibn-ul-Fuwati were obtained by the Pan- 
jab University at the suggestion of the University 
Professor of Arabic. 

Employment of the Graduates of the year. 

Malik Wazir AH, M.A., was selected by compe- 
tition, for Indian Audit and Accounts Service. 
Agha Abdus Sattar, M.A., has been appointed Offi- 
ciating Lecturer in the Government College, 
Lahore.

Pan jab University Arabic and Persian Society. 

This Society was started in May 1937, with the 
object of discussing problems connected with, Ara- 
bic and Persian Languages and literatures, advanc- 
ing the cause of these studies and the publication 
of Arabic and Persian texts and monographs. The 
membership of the Society is open to students and 
University and College teachers and other persons 
elected by the Executive Committee. Six meet- 
ings were held during the year for discussion of 
papers apart from three business meetings.

There has been no change in the staff. A

Research work on the Motions of Galactic 
Stars is being continued and a paper entitled 

“The Southern Stream and the K Term” 

has been prepared, which it is hoped will be 
published during the coming year. Time observa- 
tions have been carried on by the staff at regular 
intervals. Lectures were delivered by the Reader 
at the Government and D.A.V. Colleges on popular 
Astronomical subjects. 

The following publications of the Harvard 
College Observatory for the current year were re- 
ceived during the year and are gratefully acknowl- 
edged : 

(1) Bulletin of the Harvard College Obser- 
vatory ; (2) Circulars of the Harvard College Ob- 
servatory; (3) Annals of the Harvard College Ob- 
servatory; and (4) Harvard Reprints of the Har- 
vard College Observatory. 

The University German classes opened on the 
University German 15th October 1937, and closed 
Classes. as follows : 

Elementary class on 26th March 1938. 

Advanced Class on 30th May 1938. 

The Session opened with twelve students in 
the Elementary Class and seven students in the 
Advanced Class. 

The results of the examinations have been 
very encouraging, for out of the total of sixteen 
students who sat for the qualifying tests, thirteen 
passed, out of whom six were placed in the 
first division and the rest in the second division. 

A noteworthy feature of the session was the 
frequent use made of the linguaphone records 
which were very much appreciated by the students 
as being very helpful ii* correcting their pronun- 
ciation and in impressing upon them the proper 

C 
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idiomatic use of the language. The value of the re- 
cords in giving the students an idea of the German 
language as it is actually spoken cannot be too 
much emphasized. I am glad to record a high 
standard of efficiency attained by the Advanced 
Class students, and it is hoped that this high stand- 
ard will be maintained. Another feature of the 
session was that the majority of members were 
post-graduate research students. 

The Pan jab University Foreign Information 
Bureau 

The duties of the Honorary Secretary were 
discharged as during the previous year by Mr. M. 
G. Singh, Vice-Principal, Central Training College, 
Lahore. 

This year there has been a great rush of writ- 
ten enquiries from students as well as from the 
High Commissioner’s Office, owing to the decrease 
in rates of Air Mail Service. The Secretary and 
his Assistant personally interviewed the students 
and their parents or guardians and gave them the 
necessary advice and help in each case. The num- 
ber of personal enquiries and interviews has been 
considerably higher in comparison with the previ- 
ous years. This and the figures in paragraph 3 
indicate clearly a revival of interest on the part of 
parents and students alike in the question of 
studies abroad. This was inevitable with the gen- 
eral brighter outlook in the field of employment in 
the country. The need for the services of a Re- 
cord Lifter in the Office is now very urgent, as the 
Assistant, with his present duties, cannot devote 
his time to the necessary study of prospectuses and 
other literature received from the High Commis- 
sioner for India, Education Department, London, in 
order to keep his knowledge of facts up to date.

The total number of applications received was 
64 as against 42 in the last year. Out of them 46 
were accepted, six rejected and others are still 
pending. In addition to the above cases the office 
of the High Commissioner for India, London, re- 
ferred to this Bureau the cases of about 160 per- 
sons, who had corresponded direct with Colleges 
and Universities in the British Isles. This year 
four women graduates sailed for higher studies 
in Geography, Teaching and Medicine. 

It is of interest to note that the Bureau receiv- 
ed many enquiries relating to employment in addi- 
tion to the usual enquiries regarding foreign 
studies. These enquiries were either answered by 
the office in the light of information available or 
the enquirers were put in touch with sources 
whence the required information could be obtained. 

The Bureau published particulars, in the Pun- 
jab and N.W.F.P., of an external research student- 
ship, of the value of Rs. 150, tenable at Emmanual 
College, Cambridge, and for an appointment to a 
research studentship of the value of about £200 at 
Christ’s College, Cambridge, for a course leading 
to the degree of Ph.D. 
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The High Commissioner for India, Education 
Department, London, appointed Miss C. H. Bose, 
who is an officer attached to his office, to work as 
an Accommodating Officer to arrange for accom- 
modation and other facilities for Indian students 
in London. The students now get into touch with 
her before they land in England. 

Some students had shown th^ir inclination to- 
go to Japan and Germany. Enquiries had to be 
made from the Japanese and the German Con- 
sulate-Generals with regard to this. It would be 
advantageous if the Government of India were ad- 
dressed by the University to request their Trade 
Commissioner in Japan and Germany to afford 
facilities to Indian Students, who may be seeking 
their help and to supply information concerning 
courses of studies in those countries. It would be 
of immense advantage to students going out to 
those countries if they could look upon the Trade 
Commissioners as their local guardians. 

Panjab University Public Services Examination 
Class 

The Public Services Examination Class is now 
well established. Every year candidates appear- 
ing in the Class have fared better than those 
appearing from any other University. This 
year three of our students were successful 
in the I.C.S. in the open competition, and 
two were successful in the Indian Audit and 
Finance Examination. The Federal Public 
Services Commission have expressed their approval 
of an advisory and tutorial course such as that 
which is being attempted in the Panjab University. 
As a consequence several candidates have been 
attracted to our class from the U.P. and from as 
far afield as Poona. 

In spite of the fact that the Syndicate raised 
the tuition fees of the class from Rs. 50 to Rs. 6& 
,(in order to make the class self-supporting), we 
received about 60 applications for admission to this 
class, out of which only 31 students were selected 
by the Adviser. 
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This year we have introduced lectures and 
tutorial work in the Vernacular Languages, i.e>, 
Urdu, Hindi and Panjabi. In addition to the 
usual courses in the compulsory subjects, special 
lectures were arranged through the courtesy of 
various University and College Professors. 

While on the whole the quality of candidates 
offering themselves for the All-India Services is 
improving, there is still a tendency on the part of 
many who are totally unfitted for open competi- 
tions, to try their luck. Every effort is made to 
discourage such unsuitable candidates, but in view 
of the very inadequate grant sanctioned for this 
class, it is found necessary to admit many, so as to 
realise the necessary amount of fees. It is hoped 
that more adequate funds will be available for this 
work, for the work cannot be efficiently carried on, 
unless there is real selection and restricted admis- 
sion to the class. 

University Law College. 

The College reopened after the Summer Vaca- 
tion on the 1st of October when admissions were 
made to the Law classes for the academic year of 
1937-38. 

The Staff consisted, besides the Principal, of 
four wholetime Readers, two part-time Readers 
and sixteen part-time lecturers. 

The Syndicate, vide its Proceedings dated the 
18th March 1938, sanctioned the appointment of 
one additional temporary clerk for nine months in 
the year. 

The maximum number of students on the rolls 
in the various classes, as compared with the figures 
of the preceding year, was as follows :

Classes was 17, 20 and 19 respectively. 

A house Examination of the P.E.L., F.E.L. and 
LL.B. classes was held in January 1938. 

The Annual Sports Tournament was held in 
December. 

The annual Prize Distribution Function was 
held in February. 

Four issues of the College Journal were 
brought out during the year under report. 

The total income from fees, excluding the 
examination fees, for the financial year ending the 
31st March 1938, amounted to Rs. 1,04,089|11|7 and 
the total expenditure was Rs. 1,27,459|6|2. 

In 1938, 265 candidates including private stu- 
dents sat for the LL.B. Examination, 153 for the 
First Law Examination (New Regulations) and 58- 
for the First Law Examination (Old Regulations). 
The pass percentage excluding compartment men 
was 49.4 for the LL.B., 78.4 for the First Law 
Examination (New Regulations) and 75.8 for the 
First Law Examination (Old Regulations). In 
the Supplementary Examinations held in Septem- 
ber 1938, 18 candidates appeared in the LL.B., 10 
in the First Law Examination (New Regulations) 
and 6 in the First Law Examination (Old Regula- 
tions) of whom 10, 8 and 6 respectively were 
successful. 

In the Examination for Diploma in Conveyanc- 
ing and Pleadings held in May 1938, 12 candidates 
appeared and all passed. 

In the LL.M, Examination held in April 1938, 
7 candidates appeared and 1 passed. 

The Preliminary Examination in Law was 
conducted by the College in May 1938. 221 candi- 
dates sat for the Examination of whom 172 came 
out successful. 

Out of the total number of 570 students on the 
rolls of the P.E.L., F.E.L. and LL.B. classes, 246 
resided in the College Hostel, 66 in the recognised 
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hostels, 228 with parents, guardians and relatives 
and the remaining were permitted to stay in pri- 
vate lodgings for want of accommodation in the 
recognised hostels. 

In the Panjab University Sports Tournament, 
the College entered teams in tennis, football, 
hockey, cricket, basket-ball, boxing, rowing, gym- 
nastics, athletics and relay races. The College also 
organized a Championship Tennis Tournament ill 
February open to Law students, old boys, and 
members of the bar and judiciary in Lahore. 

Thirty-seven students attended the First-Aid 
Classes held under the auspices of St. John Ambu- 
lance Association. 

The allotted strength of the Law College De- 
tachment of the 4th University Training Corps 
was 20 including N.C.Os. The actual number was 
17 out of which six were non-commissioned offi- 
cers. 

The College started a Rifle Club.

170 students were admitted 
to the F.E.L. Class, 128 to the LL.B. Class (under 
New Regulations) and 45 to the LL.B. Class (un- 
der Old Regulations). 

The University Oriental College, 

Changes in the Staff 

Dr. Surya Kanta, M.A., D. Litt. (Panjab), 
D. Phil. (Oxon.), was appointed University Reader 
in Sanskrit in the grade of Rs. 400 — 25 — 600 and 
took charge on the 8th December, 1937. 
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M. Aulad Husain Shadan, Head Munshi, re- 
tired after fifteen years’ service and Dr. Syed 
Mohammad Abdullah, M.A. (Arabic and Persian), 
D. Litt. (Panjab), was appointed Head Munshi in 
his place in the grade of Rs. 150 — 10 — 250. He 
took charge on the 20th September 1938. Both 
Drs. Surya Kanta and Syed Mohd. Abdullah are 
old boys of the College. 

Expenditure 

The total expenditure in connection with the 
Oriental College during the year ending 31st 
March 1938 amounted to Rs. 1,12,406|12|8. 

The Roll 

The maximum number of students on the rolls 
during the year was 250 as compared with the last 
year’s 204. This increase was partly clue to the 
reduction in the rates of tuition fees which were 
doubled during the preceding year on account of 
financial stringency. Of the students on the roll, 
18 were scholarship-holders and 27 were in receipt 
of stipends as against 19 and 23 respectively in the 
previous year. 

Examination Results 

One hundred and twenty-five students were 
sent up for the various University Examinations 
of which 83 passed, showing a pass percentage of 
66.4. The number of successful students included 
10 students in the M.A., 49 students in the Honours 
and High Proficiency Examinations in the various 
Oriental Languages and 24 students in the Matri- 
culation and Intermediate Examinations in Eng- 
lish only. One of our students topped the list of 
successful candidates in the University Examina- 
tion in the Maulvi Alim Examination and another 
in the Visharada. 

House Examinations 

Three House Examinations are conducted 
every year, viz., 

(1) the 1st Quarterly Examination; 

(2) the Test Examination for the students 
to be sent up to the University; and 
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(3) the Annual Examination of the College 
for the 1st year students. 

The award and tenure of Stipends is strictly 
dependent on the results shown by the students in 
these Examinations. The promotion to the second 
year takes place in accordance with the results 
obtained by the students at the annual examina- 
tion. 

Medical Inspection 

Arrangements for the medical inspection of 
the students before the admission continued as be- 
fore. Cards for individual students were main- 
tained and the reports were followed up. Medical 
assistance was provided in the Hostel too. Dr. 
Ganeshi Lai, M.B., B.S., has been in charge of these 
arrangements since May 1936. He is visiting the 
Hostel twice a week. 

Educational Trips 

For want of funds no Educational trips could 
be organized this year to places outside Lahore. 

The Oriental College Magazine 

The Oriental College Magazine which was 
started in February 1925, is being issued regularly. 
It is a quarterly, published in February, May, 
August, and November each year. It contains 
original literary articles connected with the vari- 
ous Oriental Languages which are taught in this 
College. 

Oriental Scholars have expressed their appre- 
ciation of this publication which serves a real need. 

The total number of pages printed during the 
year under report is 971 (Urdu 518 and Hindi 453). 

During the year the University Arabic and 
Persian Society which was founded under the 
Patronage of the Vice-Chancellor, University of the 
Panjab in May 1937, continued to function. 

Six meetings (apart from business meetings) 
were held where several papers were read and dis- 
cussed. The Society is issuing a Quarterly, which 
is at present published as Supplement to The 
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Oriental College Magazine . Four issues, cover- 
ing 309 pages, were issued during the year. 

College Sports and Games 

The chief games in which the students of this. 
College take interest are Hockey, Football, Volley- 
ball, Basket-ball and Badminton. 

Five boats are also provided for the students 
on the Ravi. As a precautionary measure, a swim- 
ming test of the students was held and boat passes 
were issued only to the successful swimmers. 

Lack 'of a playground was a great hindrance 
in the way of any progress in sports. This defect 
was removed this year by the College sharing their 
playground with the Hailey College of Commerce 
on payment of a share of the maintenance expenses- 

The Seventh House Tournament of the College 
was held this year early in February. In order to 
encourage the students an annual “Prize Distribu- 
tion^ was also arranged. Mrs. Woolner’s presence 
in Lahore in connection with the unveiling of the 
bust of our late Principal offered an opportunity 
which was availed of. She was invited to give 
away the prizes. The Prize Distribution was in fact 
held a little earlier on her account. She very 
kindly honoured the function with her presence 
and gave away the prizes. She also presented the 
College with a Cup for Badminton which was 
gratefully accepted. A sum of Rs. 151/2 was spent 
on the purchase of prizes. 

The’ total sum spent this year on sports and 
games is about Rs. 586/14. 

The Proctorial System 

The Proctorial System is continued. The 
printed copies of the Proctorial Rules were distri- 
buted amongst the students of this College and 
identity cards for the whole college prepared.

The total number of associated institutions is 
now 17. 

Woolner Fund 

The Staff of the College and its friends, as 
usual, contributed liberally to the fund, which is 
proving very helpful to the poor students of this 
College. 
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Total income of the Fund amounted to 
Rs. 425|6|6 for the year. A sum of Rs. 230|6|- was 
paid in the form of fee concessions, full or half, to 
the University on behalf of 49 students. 

The balance in hand on the 30th September 
1938 was Rs. 480fl5|3 against last year’s balance of 
Rs. 285|14|9. 

The amount is deposited in the Savings Fund 
Account with the Lahore Central Co-operative 
Bank, Ltd., Lahore, and is operated upon by the 
Principal. 

L. Raghunandan Shastri, M.A., M.O.L., re- 
mained in charge of the Fund. 

General Lectures 

A few lectures in simple Hindustani on topics 
of general interest for the students were organised, 
and the following gentlemen addressed the students : 

(1) K. S. Sh. Ghulam Mohy-ud-Din (retd. 
Deputy Inspector of Schools), subject: Compul- 
sory Primary Education ; (2) Dr. Ganeshi Lai, 
M.B., B.S. (Medical adviser of the Oriental Col- 
lege), subject: Diet; and (3) Pt. Kunjwadker of 
Poona, subject: Mimansa (for Sanskrit students 
'Only). 

Members of the Staff and the students also 
took a prominent part in making the Government 
Industrial Exhibition more interesting by staging 
a “Bhoj Darbar” and a “Kavi Darbar.” Both items 
were much appreciated by the public. Dr. L. 
Sarup, M.A., D.Phil. (Oxon), Vice-Principal, was 
in charge of these items. 

Campaign against Illiteracy 

A copy of the appeal to eradicate illiteracy in 
the Province, issued by the Director of Public In- 
struction, Punjab, in accordance with the wishes 
of the Hon’ble the Minister for Education, was re- 
ceived by this College also. A meeting of the 
members of the Staff discussed the matter and the 
appeal was conveyed to the students through their 
respective teachers. 
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The reports submitted by the teachers in this 
connection show that considerable work was done 
by them and their students during the vacation. 

Hailey College of Commerce. 

The numbers on the rolls at the close of the 
session were 43 each in the First and Second Year 
and 38 in the Third Year Class. All the last men- 
tioned presented themselves for the B.Com. Exam- 
ination and 32 were successful. The second year 
students and 5 of the third year students appeared 
in the University Preliminary Examination in Eng- 
lish and of these 37 passed. 9 students attended 
the Evening Classes and 5 of them passed the Final 
Diploma in Commerce Examination, 

The usual programme of sports activities and 
extra-academic work was maintained. A number 
of visits, under the supervision of various members*- 
of the staff, were paid to various industrial centres 
and places of commercial and historical interest. 
Practical training for the students during the 
vacation was continued with generally satisfactory 
results. 

Prof. I. M. Kapoor was on study leave until 
the 9th July, and during this period Mr. M. C~ 
Shukla acted on the full-time teaching staff.

Facilities to the Research Scholars during the 
Summer Vacation. — It is rather regrettable that 
the facilities afforded to Professors and Research 
Scholars for carrying on their research work in the 
Library during the summer vacation since 1933 
had to be withdrawn this year owing to the inade- 
quacy of the staff. None-the-less urgent requisi- 
tions for books and bibliographical references, 
made by ten Professors, were duly complied with. 

Inter-Loans. — Reciprocal loans of books and 
manuscripts between the sister universities and 
other institutions continued and the scholars con- 
cerned had greatly appreciated this privilege.

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In Hockey and Football the entries have fallen 
by two each; in Athletics, Gymnastics and Relay 
Races they are the same as last year ; and in all the 
other events they have increased from one to five. 
Taken altogether there has been a good increase. 

The distribution of Tournament Trophies is 
again fairly even, though Government College 
still retains large share. The Government Col- 
lege, Lahore, won Athletics, Cricket, Hockey, 
First-Aid, Swimming, Wrestling, Championship, 
and also tied with Islamia College in the Relay 
Races. The Islamia College won Boxing and 
Kabaddi. Gordon College won Basket-ball. Law 
College won the Boat Races. Khalsa College won 
Cross-Country and Football. The Government 
College, Ludhiana, won the Mofussil Colleges 
First-Aid Shield. The Sanatana Dharma College 
won Gatka and Gymnastics. The Medical College 
won the Tennis Team Event and Forman College 
the Tennis Singles Championship. The M.A.O. 
College, Amritsar, won Volley-ball. Among the 
Intermediate Colleges, the Khalsa College, Lyall- 
pur, won Football and Volley-ball, Randhir Col- 
lege, Kapurthala, won Hockey, and Government 
College, Hoshiarpur, won the Tennis Team Event. 
Thus ended the 42nd Annual Panjab University 
Sports Tournament, offering 17 events for com- 
petition between over 50 Colleges, spread out over 
the Panjab and N.W.F. Province and lasting 
throughout the academic year. 

New Records have been created in the One- 
mile Race, Shot, Discus and Cycle Race. Also in 
the One-mile Relay Race, and in Swimming in the 
100 Yards Free-style, 220 Yards Breast-stroke, and 
the 100 Yards Back-stroke. In Tennis our Uni- 
versity Champion, S. L. R. Sawhney, of Forman 
College, continued to be India’s No. 1 player, and 
we look forward to still further laurels for him. 

On the whole, the standard of our Games and 
Sports has been maintained, if not improved, and 
if to this we add a better spirit of sport, which is 
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certainly -spreading, we can be justly proud of our 
Tournament. 

During the years under review it is our sad 
duty to record the most tragic deaths of Moham- 
mad Jaffar and Khanna, both of the Government 
College, Lahore. The former was drowned while 
out shooting, and the latter died as the result of a 
hard knock over the heart from a hockey ball in 
the Panjab Championships. They were both very 
good hockey players and very fine sportsmen. 
Jaffar, particularly, had brought great credit on 
Indian, Panjab, University and Government Col- 
lege hockey, and was the type of sportsman and 
gentleman whom it is our ideal to produce on the 
playground. 

The thanks of the Committee are due to many 
sporting gentlemen for ungrudging help in the 
conduct of our Tournament. With an overcrowd- 
ed programme of games and sports generally in 
Lahore, it is becoming increasingly difficult for us 
to get hold of good referees, umpires, judges, etc., 
and so we are all the more grateful to these gentle- 
men for services rendered to the P.U.S.T.C.

Group A.— The three new Arts Colleges, affi- 
liated during the year, have been added above. The 
Sikh National College, Lahore, and St. Joseph's 
College, Baramula, have appointed Physical Direc- 
tors on their Staffs. The Jain College, Ambala,

has been communicating with the University De- 
partment of Physical Training, and expects to 
make the appointment very shortly. 

Group B. — A few of the men in this group are 
not quite up to the work in Colleges. The Educa- 
tion Department is conducting a training class for 
25 men at present, and, in due course, it is hoped 
to change and improve the personnel and the stan- 
dard of work in the Colleges. 

Group C. — The Kashmir State have appointed 
trained men in their Colleges at last, and the Sri- 
nagar College, with about 1,300 students on the 
rolls, has selected and sent a second man to 
Madras, for training. 

Group D. — Physical Training in the Women’s 
Colleges is not so satisfactory as it should be be- 
cause there is no corrective or hygienic work at all. 
Games are well organised, conducted and coached, 
but the practical work begins and ends there. The 
benefits of the more formal type of activities, men- 
tioned later, are just as important, if not more so, 
for the future mothers of the race, as for the 
fathers. Trained Physical Directresses are requir- 
ed on the Staffs of all Colleges and Schools. 

There are 44 men’s Arts Colleges doing com- 
pulsory Physical Training (26 Degree and 18 In- 
termediate) and every College has at least one 
trained Physical Director. Of the Degree Col- 
leges, 7 have less than 400 students each on the 
rolls, and, therefore, one man is enough for the 
time being. 19 Colleges have over 400 students 
each, but only 8 of this number have two or more 
men for Physical Training, i.e., 11 Colleges need to 
increase their Staff. All 18 Intermediate Colleges 
have less than 400 students on the rolls. 

The practical side of the programme of Physi- 
cal Training continues to be fairly satisfactory. 
Taken generally, games and sports are well organ- 
ised and conducted, and large numbers of students 
join in the play programme. Some Colleges need 
to spend more money on the improvement and 
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maintenance of their playgrounds. It is not suffi- 
ciently realised that good playgrounds attract 
young people to play, and bad ones repel. 

The more formal type of activities like callis- 
thenics, gymnastics, marching, corrective and hy- 
gienic exercises, are quite well planned and con- 
ducted in some Colleges, but in others this work is 
rather disappointing. This type of activity is very 
important for our young men, because it improves 
posture and the functioning of the vital organs, de- 
velops musculature and graceful movements, and 
teaches discipline and control both mental and 
physical. An attempt is now being made to im- 
prove the standard of this work. 

The theoretical side of our programme has 
improved a good deal during the year. Health 
instruction is now being given regularly in most 
of the Colleges, according to the Syllabus prepar- 
ed by the University Department of Physical 
Training, and sent to all the Colleges a year and a 
half ago. The difficulties of fitting this work into 
College time tables, and examining the students in 
this subject, at the end of the year, are being over- 
come gradually. When the University makes 
Health Instruction a definite part of compulsory 
Physical Training, it will be a big stride in the 
right direction. 

The Medical Examination and Supervision of 
all College students continue to improve, but 
here ag^in, in some Colleges, the work is so nomi- 
nal, that it might just as well not be done for all 
the time and money that is wasted on it. The im- 
portant Follow-up part of this work is in much the 
same condition, and varies from really good to 
poor. 

Taken altogether, during the last 5 years, 
since Physical Training has been made compulsory 
in this University, a good deal has been achieved 
towards better health, physique and character, but 
much more remains to be done. It is to be hoped 
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that this work in the University will in due course 
be expanded into a National Fitness Movement of 
the very greatest benefit and importance to our 
Province and country. 

Panjab University Cricket Club, 

The accounts of the Panjab University 
Cricket Club for 1937-38 were audited by the Uni- 
versity Auditors on the 17th of May 1938, and were 
found in order. 

The Balance Sheet opens with the credit bal- 
ance of Rs. 1,615-14-6 and closes with that of 
Rs. 1,284-9-6. 

Having been champions for the first two years 
of the Inter-University Championship, we entered 
this Championship this year also. In the North 
Zone we beat the Muslim University, Aligarh at 
Aligarh and the Lucknow University at Lahore, 
and thus became the North Zone finalists. We 
were due to meet the winners of the East Zone at 
Lahore on January 22nd, 23rd and 24th. These 
dates and also the dates of the Final (January 28th 
onward) had been fixed irrevocably by the Board 
of control for Cricket in India as early as the 
month of August 1937, and were “not to be altered 
under any circumstances whatever.” The Board 
had irrevocably fixed these dates in the light of 
their experience for the first two years of the 
Championship. In spite of this circular of the 
Board, the Universities in the East Zone did not 
complete their matches by the scheduled dates, and 
their finalists were unable to meet us at Lahore on 
January 22nd, 23rd and 24th. In the meantime the 
finalists of the Central Zone, namely, Nagpur, 
withdrew from the championship, and the Univer- 
sities in the South Zone did not enter at all. The 
Board, therefore, requested us to meet the finalists 
of the East Zone, namely, Calcutta University, in 
the month of February. This we refused to do. 
The Panjab University Cricket Club took this step 
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to focus the attention of the Universities and the 
Board on the serious defects which exist in the 
organization of Inter-University Championship ; 
and we are glad to record that the Board have 
taken early steps in appointing a small sub-com- 
mittee of the representatives of a few Universities 
to run the Inter-University Championship. Dr. 
Vishwa Nath has accepted the invitation of the 
Board to serve on this Committee. Messrs. Maz- 
har Mahmood and Hira Lai of the Government 
College, Lahore, were recommended by the Cap- 
tain for the award of University Blue, and this re- 
commendation was accepted by the Executive 
Committee. We are glad once more to record the 
invaluable help which the Panjab University 
Cricket Club have received from their President, 
the Lord Bishop of Lahore.

Enrolments for the University Training 
Corps commenced in June when a large number of 
candidates who had completed enrolment forms 
were medically examined. Those found fit 
were noted and the lengthy process of ap- 
plying to the Deputy Commissioners of Dis- 
tricts for verification of medically fit candi- 
dates was commenced. It is in the inter- 
ests of candidates themselves that they forward 
their enrolment forms and forms of application 
early — in May, June or July — but not later so that 
they may obtain early consideration and admission 
to the University Training Corps. Many candi- 
dates made application for enrolment in October — 
there was no time to verify them before camp, and 
in such cases candidates may be refused admission. 

Candidates should complete (i) form of 
application and (ii) enrolment form, when applying 
for admission to the University Training Corps. 
They must fill in a residential address and state 
accurately the district to which verification may be 
made. Failure to do this entails loss of time, and 
may prejudice the candidate. 

The minimum height for admission is 5 feet 
6 inches ; the minimum chest (unexpanded) 30 
inches with a minimum expansion of 2 inches. 

Lieutenant I. C. Nanda (Principal, Govern- 
ment Intermediate College, Rohtak), resigned his 
commission on the 16th September 1938.

The Dayanand Ayurvedic College, Lahore. 

The most unhappy event of the year under 
report was Students' Strike lasting for a period of 
about six months. 

The total number of the teaching staff, assist- 
ants and Honorary workers during the year under 
report was 17 against 15 of the last year. Six new 
professors joined the institution and replaced some 
of the old members of the staff after the strike. 
Number of students in different classes in Septem- 
ber 1938 was as under : — 

I Year class = 43 
II Year class = 46 

III Year class = 56 

IV Year class = 23 

Total = 168 

The minimum qualifications for admission to 
this institution are Matriculation with Sanskrit or 
some Sanskrit qualification of any Indian Univer- 
sity. Lady students, duly qualified according to 
rules of admission, are also admitted. At present 
there are 5 lady students studying in different 
classes. Up to this time 3 lady students have 
passed Vaidya Vachaspati Examination. 
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Two final examinations are held every year 
viz., (1) Vaidya Kaviraj, after three years’ course 
and (2) Vaidya Vachaspati, one year after passing 
the Vaidya Kaviraj Examination. The results of 
the annual examination, held in September 1938, 
are as under :

Up to this time the Ayurvedic College has 
brought out 725 Vaidya Kavirajes and 264 Vaidya 
Vachaspatis, who are working in the Panjab and 
other provinces either as private practitioners or 
in the charitable dispensaries of States, District 
Boards, Municipal Committees or other Societies. 

The number of patients admitted in the indoor 
hospital during the last two years was as under :

The hospital is doing a useful work by serving 
the public irrespective of caste or creed and train- 
ing the students in Ayurvedic and Modern Surgery. 
There are two outdoor dispensaries attached to 
the Ayurvedic College: (1) Within the College 
premises, which treated 63,591 patients against 
58,957 of the last year. (2) City Dispensary (Sutar- 
mandi) which treated 23,544 out-patients against 
25,072 of the last year. In addition to these a 
Female Ayurvedic Dispensary has also been con- 
structed and started from October, 1936. It treat- 
ed 17,245 out-patients during the year 1937-38. In 
September 1938 a Kothi situated at the back of the 
College building has been purchased at a cost of 
Rs. 5,700 nearly to serve as a nucleus of a hostel 
for the Ayurvedic College. There is some land 
available adjacent to this hostel and the Managing 
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Committee may in course of time build a hostel on 
it in the near future as soon as funds are available. 
Though there are no spacious playgrounds, attach- 
ed to this college, yet arrangements exist for Vol- 
ley-ball, Badminton, Kabaddi, Wrestling, Tug of 
War, Gatka, Lathi, Sword-waving, etc. Annual 
tournament in these games is also held and prizes 
are awarded to the best winners. 

Dissection work gives a good training in 
modern Anatomy. The cold mortuary construct- 
ed last year at a cost of Rs. 2,000/- has proved 
very useful in preserving dead bodies which are re- 
ceived even in summer season. Even then the 
number of corpses received last year is very dis- 
couraging. Government is being approached for 
better arrangements for the supply of dead bodies. 
The students of the II and IV Year classes are 
taken to the hills every year in October in order 
to show them various herbs. Last year this was 
suspended on account of the students going on 
strike. The department of Pharmacy affords 
good opportunity to the students to prepare medi- 
cines with their own hands. The department 
needs expansion both in buildings and machinery. 
It is at present equipped with machines, such as 
pulverizers, grinders, pill and tablet making sets. 
Profits which the Pharmacy Department yields are 
utilized to balance the heavy budget of the Ayur- 
vedic College. Besides the D.A.-V. College Man- 
aging Committee Scholarships, this institution 
awards about twenty stipends to deserving 
students from funds, provided by Sir Ganga Ram 
Trust and other generous donors. There is a 
well-equipped Museum Herbarium, where samples 
of herbs, roots, oils, etc., have been preserved in 
show-cases to acquaint the scholars with them in 
their original forms. There are nearly 1,000 
books on Ayurveda, Allopathy, and Theology and 
Unani in the Library, which is well utilized by the 
students. A large number of daily, weekly and 
monthly papers are provided for the students in 
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the Reading Room, which is now located in one 
dormitory of the hospital building. 

Students’ Activities. — To inculcate among 
students the habit of speaking, an association of 
the students of Ayurvedic College has been regu- 
larly holding its meetings once or twice a month. 
Sometimes learned lecturers are also invited to 
address the students on medical topics. 

The Institution stands in need of a well-equip- 
ped Research Laboratory, Dental, Ear, Eye, Nose 
and Throat Departments, a spacious Hostel, an 
up-to-date Botanical Garden, and a Hall. 

Tibbia College, Lahore. 

There are two Unani classes of Hakim-i-Haziq 
and Zubda-tul-Hukama. The course of Hakim-i- 
Haziq is in Urdu while that of Zubda-tul-Hukama 
is in Arabic. 

The number of students on roll at the end of 
September, 1938 was as follows :

The students of final years are required to at- 
tend the practical classes at Clinical laboratory 
where they are taught sputum, blood and urine 
examinations and the use of Hypodemic Syringe 
and simple surgical instruments ; at Khairati Unani 
Shafakhana (Charitable Unani Dispensary) where 
they are taught practical treatment of the patients, 
prescription writing and dispensing; at Markazi 
Unani Dawakhana (Central Unani Pharmacy), 
where they are taught the preparation of Unani 
medicines ; under the guidance of respective Heads 
of these departments. 

Along with the lectures on Anatomy and 
Uqani Materia Medica, students are shown the 
Anatomical charts, and models and Unani medi- 
cines in the museum. 

The teaching staff of the college consists of 
seven teachers. 
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The college session begins from May and ends 
in April. Hakim-i-Haziq’s course is of three years, 
third year which was optional previously has been 
made compulsory. 

In addition to the subjects taught in the col- 
lege it is being made compulsory for all the stu- 
dents to get their training in First Aid and Vacci- 
nation. 

Debating Society (Majlis-i-Mazakare-Tibbia) 
holds its weekly sittings in which staff and all the 
students have to attend. This society also takes 
great part in the working of Punjab Provincial 
Tibbia Conference. A Boating Club and Volley- 
ball team are also managed by the College and 
above mentioned Society. This society has con- 
tributed to the aid of poor students of this College 
about Rs. 220 during the year under report. 

The Museum and Library of the College have 
been much improved. Two new microscopes and 
clinical apparatus have been added to the laboratory 
and several new books have been added to the 
Library, Rs. 800/- are allotted for purchase of 
more medical books for library and clinical appara- 
tus and models, etc., for museum and laboratory. 

The final examinations of this college are held 
in the end of April every year and expert Hakims 
and Doctors are appointed as Examiners by the 
Examination Board of the Managing Committee. 
Results in the year under report were as follows : 

Hakim-i-Haziq, out of 105 college students, 58 
passed, and out of 5 private students, 3 passed. 

Zubda-tul-Hukama, out of 4 college students, 
3 passed. No private candidate appeared. 

This year 28 candidates of the Tibbia College, 
Hussain Agahi, Multan, which is affiliated with 
this institution appeared in the Hakim-i-Haziq 
Examination out of which 20 came out successful. 

At present about 40 graduates of this college 
are serving in the Municipalities and District 
Boards in different places of this province and 
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some of them are employed at various Tibbia insti- 
tutions of the other provinces and Indian States. 

The College continues to attract the students 
from distant places, viz. U.P., C.P., N.W.F.P., Ben- 
gal, Bombay, Hyderabad (Deccan), Mysore, Balu- 
chistan, Persia, Afghanistan, etc., which goes to 
prove the popularity of this institution. Markazi 
Unani Dawakhana and a Khairati Unani Shafa- 
khana in addition to the previous Unani Shafa- 
khana have been opened. A separate indoor ward 
is installed under the supervision of Tabib incharge 
of Unani Shafa Khanajat. A hostel is also main- 
tained.

The L.M.S. Diploma and the M.B.B.S., M.D. 
and M.S. Degrees of this University, granted on or 
after 25th February, 1930, have been recognized 
for the time being by the General Medical Council 
of Great Britain under section 15 of the Medical 
Act, 1886, as .furnishing a sufficient guarantee of 
the possession of the requisite knowledge and skill 
for the efficient practice of medicine, surgery and 
midwifery, and holders of any of the said diploma 
or degree are entitled accordingly, on fulfilment of 
the; conditions prescribed by section 11 of the Act, 
to be registered in the Colonial List of the Medical 
Register kept by the Council, subject to the condi- 
tion that any qualification granted on or after 1st 
January 1918, must have been registered in the 
Province. 

Miscellaneous. 

The following conditions have been laid down 
by the Syndicate, in addition to the requirements 
laid down by the Indian Universities Act, 1904, to 
ensure financial stability and adequate teaching in 
the case of colleges applying for affiliation up to the 
Intermediate standard : 

(a) There should either be a separate en- 
dowment fund, that cannot be aliena- 
ted, so long as the college continues to 
exist, of Rs. 60,000 in the case of a 
college , teaching Science subjects, and 
of Rs. 50,000 in the case of a college 
teaching only Arts subjects, or a guar- 
anteed annual income of Rs. 5,000 in 
the case of Science subjects and of 
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Us. 4,0(30 in the case of Arts subjects 
front immovable properties assigned 
to the college. The guaranteed in- 
come is to be in addition to the annual 
income derived from fees. 

(i?) The institution should either possess 
adequate buildings, equipment and 
furniture or adequate funds to be de- 
termined in each case by the Syndicate 
in addition to (a) above, for the con- 
struction of necessary buildings and 
for the purchase of necessary equip- 
ment and furniture. 

(c) That an initial expenditure of Rs. 1,000 

in the first year and of Rs. 500 for the 
next four years be incurred in the 
purchase of books for the college lib- 
rary. 

( d ) That the initial staff be approved by 

the University and that all subsequent 
changes be reported to the Syndicate. 

(e) In the case of institutions founded by 

individual donors the following basic 
conditions for a trust deed shall be 
observed : 

(1) That the Founder of the Trust is the 

sole absolute owner of the property 
endowed. 

(2) That the Trust is created by a regular- 

ly registered deed to be approved 
by the Syndicate. 

(3) That the Founder permanently and 

unequivocally divests himself, his 
heirs and executors, of all interest 
in the property endowed. 

(4) That the endowed property is made 

to vest permanently and absolutely 
in the Trustees collectively for the 
purposes of the Trust. 

(5) That the Board of trustees consists of 

at least seven members of whom at 
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least five are independent persons 
who are not in any way related to 
or dependent upon the Founder of 
the Trust. 

(6) That in case of future vacancies in 

the Board nominations are made by 
the Board and not by the Founder 
and such nominations are forthwith 
reported to the Syndicate. 

(7) That all buildings included in the 

Trust are sufficiently insured 
against fire. 

(8) That copies of the Proceedings of the 

Board and a statement of the an- 
nual income and expenditure of the 
Trust is supplied to the Syndicate. 
The annual increment of the University Lec- 
turer’s grade for new entrants was reduced from 
Rs. 15 to Rs. 10, i.e ., the grade to be Rs. 200-10-350.
